We 
started to lose altitude immedi­ 
ately but it was several minutes 
before we sighted the lights of 
Gitmo Bay. We slipped into a 
landing at 7:07 pm .

As sn introduction we were 
taken to the officer's club at the 
base where under the stars and 
palms we enjoyed la tin music 
of a Cuban orchestra.

All the while he 
was the master of his ship, He 
was aware of everything that 
was going on. yet his mastery 
and his disciplinary precautions 
and measures, even his orders, 
were never much in evidence. 
He wears glasses to read some 
things, but on the bridge, he is 
usually bareheaded and without 
glasses.

binoculars, yet he could sight an 
object, with his naked eye. miles 
away.

It was intriguing and heart­ 
warming to watch this man of 
the sea shoulder the responsi­ 
bility of a 13.600-ton man of war, 
carrying some 1.400 officers and 
men, with the sureness, the con­ 
fidence and adeptness of the 
veteran that he is. He loves his 


ship and his men. He demands 
the best and he gets it. In re­ 
turn his officers and crew respect 
and admire him. We know, be­ 
cause we made scores of in­ 
quiries. 
Captain Vanmater is available 
every minute of the day and 
night. Officers serve four-hour 
watches on the bridge. Every 
object sighted is reported im­ 
mediately to Captain Vanmater 
regardless of the hour. On on* 
occasion 
he 
was 
"disturbed” 
(hell not like th at word) 
17 
times in six hours after m id­ 
night. When we saw him early 
the next morning he was spick- 
and-span as always. He ii never 
away from the bridge or his sea 
cabin for any length of time. 
He (without knowing it) gives 
you the impression th at he loves 
the sea. that he is proud of the 
Navy and his ship and that 
hell never let anything happen 
to

care. And that happens to be 
the case.

Six day* aboard the Columbus 
convinced us th at the Navy is as 
clean as the sea The crew never 
stops cleaning the ship. From 
the time we boarded her the 
crew, 
working 
in 
sections, 


scrubbed, polished, washed or 
painted. It went on all over the 
ship for six days, up to the very 
hour we berthed in New York. 
Cleaning starts at dawn and 
goes on until after sundown. 
When the order to "weigh 
anchors" 
was 
given 
Captain 
Vanmater stood on the bridge, 
bareheaded. 
His 
sharp 
eyes 
roamed a wide radius, left to 
right (port to starboard). He 
gave orders into the tube, th at 
carries his voice to the en­ 
gineers room, without fuss or 
frill. He kept his eye on every 
ship In the bay, watched its 
movements carefully and guided 
his ship safely into the open 
bay. W'e thought the Captain 
became angry anytime a ship got 
too close to his cruiser. We 
admired this quality in him.

After we were well at sea and 
there wasn't a ship In sight Hie 
Captain left the bridge. Less 
than two hours later he was 
back again. “Skunk Able" had 
been sighted. "Skunk" is the 
word used to denote th at an 
object, land or ship, had been 
sighted. "Able" is th* designa­ 
tion for "A" or the FIRST ob­ 
ject sighted.

alphabet. Whenever an object 
is sighted the Captain is noti­ 
fied immediately and Captain 
V anm ater demonstrated to your 
reporter (without knowing It) 
th at he is suspicious of every­

identifies 
it, 
most of the time without his 
powerful binoculars. 
This piece Is not to be con­ 
strued as a "pat on the back” 
for a very able officer, but a 
statem ent of facts, as observed 
by your reporter. It was a pleas­ 
ure to observe him in action, 
quiet, calm, unexcitable, con­ 
fident and ABLE. He also exudes 
this confidence to his officer* 
and crew and he enjoys the 
respect and adm iration of the 
entire complement of his ship.

When a ship was sighted the 
C aptain would frequently ask: 
"W hat’s 
the CPA 
on 
Skunk 
Able?" Or whatever the number 
was. In a m atter of seconds the 
officers on the bridge would re­ 
ply. giving the nautical term in 
miles, etc. CPA. we soon learned, 
did not mean "Certified Public 
Accountant” but "Closest Point 
of Approach." 
In addition to being suspicious 
of a foreign object, whatever It 
m ight be. 
the Captain, 
who 
didn't fear anything, what with 
his batteries of 3, 5 and 8-inch 
guns, a fighting crew and a 
loyal

Time and space will not per­ 
m it a full description of many 
and varied things we saw and 
heard and enjoyed . . . the 
bakery, commissary, the ship* 
store, the various messes and 
counties* other things.

Holystone is a soft sandstone 
th at was used years ago by the 
British to clean the decks of 
their ships. The Yankees, later, 
adopted but improved on it. This 
is how it works.

Each sailor Is given a 
half 
brick. It has a round hole cut 
into 
the 
broad 
side, 
half 
through. A 
broom handle is 
shoved Into this hole, the ex­ 
treme end shoved against the 
left shoulder, the right arm 
twisted around and under the 
handle, the right hand grasping 
the left wrist, the left hand 
grasping the handle. Sand, luke­ 
warm water and soap suds are 
spewed on the deck, and crews of 
ten. 15, or 20. depending upon 
the area, line up and as one man 
counts, the men, in unison, bend 
forward, press down on the brick 
and scrape the deck, in sections 
of ten or 12 or 14 inches each, 
at a time, for 20 or 30 strokes 
each. When the entire deck is 
so holystoned, it is swept clean, 
washed 
with 
water, 
brushed 
clean with a broom and then 
wiped with dry cloths. Within 
an hour the deck is almost a 
spotless white. During our six 
days aboard the Columbus no 
man or woman would hesitate 
to eat off the deck of this big.

After hearing the rhallenge of 
the holystoning, and a dare from 
some officers, we decided to join 
the crew’ in this ancient and

The AEC wold absorb any m a­ 
jor increases In the cost of coal 
and labor, as well as taxes, and 
would be credited for decreases, 
the contract shows.

John S. Fine. The letter was sent 
to the governor by Chief Justice 
Horace Stern of the Supreme Court 
and President Judge Chester H. 
Rhodes of the Superior Court. 
Fine told a newsman he had re­ 
ceived the letter and will present 
the proposal to the next meeting 
of the board of the General State 
Authority, which is to finance con­ 
struction of the two buildings. 
“It’s up to the board.” 
said 
Fine. “I’m just one of the m em ­ 
bers.” 
Location “Unsuited” 
The governor said he has “no 
opinion at the moment” on the re­ 
quest by the courts to be left out 
of the building plans. 
When the next board meeting 
will be held is indefinite, 
Fine 
said, 
for 
various members 
are 
"busy with the election cam paign.” 
The two court heads explained 
that the proposed location of the 
two buildings, to be built by the 
General State Authority, is “wholly 
unsuited” to court purposes, being 
too far from the offices and libra­ 
ries of the legal profession.
